Thank you for the October 18, 1996 response to my inquiry 
about the number of copper Myddeltonms. I am glad you have sought 
auction records but wonder how duplication can be avoided if the 
records are spread. 


Since writing you a festscrift has been published containing 
an article by Breen written in 1986 or 1987. It covers Myddelton 
and refers to Dick Margolis as a source. It states 7 copper pieces 
were made. It is not clear if more were struck in silver or in 
copper. The copper estimate of Breen is probably a guess, just 
like his guess that others may have been struck later. Margolis 
is writing an article on the subject and indicates that the 7 were 
all that were struck prior to 1819. 


Let me know what you find.
